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That  memorable  day  in  September, 
1946,  was  bright  and  gay  as  we  213 
green  but  die-hard  freshmen  passed 
through  the  portals  of  ole  P.  J.  C.  But 
the  looks  on  our  faces  were  far  from 
bright  and  gay.  Rather,  they  were 
ones  of  anxiety  and  uncertainty  as  we 
placed  unsteady  feet  on  the  ground 
that  was  to  be  our  home  for  at  least 
nine  long  months. 

Entrance  exams  were  our  first  con- 
cern, but  closely  following  them  came 
the  President's  Reception,  a  gala 
event  which  began  our  social  activi- 
ties for  the  year. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  this  great 
freshman  class,  Harold  McGee  was 
elected  president,  Richard  Fowler, 
vice-president,  Lucille  Hall,  secretary, 
and  Tommy  Ridenhour,  treasurer.
